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The advantage of Gov. Hoard’s scheme 
may be seen from the accompanying dia 
geam. The committee of the various live 
stock associations of the country 
selected for that purpose has estimated that 
it would be necessary to make a demand for 
from 250 to 500 acres of space for the 
Columbian Exhibition. fhe plan devised by 
Gov. Hoard proposes to use an area of 
seventy-five acres. This is to be done by ar- 
renging the stalls in a series of circuits, or 
rather ellipses, lying one within the- other, 
and being separated by allevs twenty feet in 
width, the whole arrangement representing 
in form the ground pian of a mammoth main 
tent of a circus more than anything else. 

In tne center of the arrangement an open 
spuce is left, elliptical in form, 300 feet by 100 
feet in size, which is designed to be used as 
an exhibiting arena. This space is to have a 
covering of canvas, and on one side an ele- 
vated amphitheater is provided for to seat 
5,000 s tors. ing from the arena 
are radial alieys twenty feet in width, inter- 
secting the series of ellipses where the stalls 
are. The concentric alieys will divide the 
breeds or classes and the radial alleys the 
localities furnishing the exhibits; for ex- 
ample, in the plan fted, covering twelve 
acres of ground, there are stalls 
that will accommodate 2,650 horses 
or twice that many head of 
cattle. A visitor wishing to see the entire 
exhibit of a particular breed would make the 
circuit of the outer ellipse, where the entire 
exhibit of a certain class would be found. 
He could then pass to the next inner ellipse 
and inspect the class there stalled, and so 
on until he had seen it all. 

The exhibits of the different States and 
countries would be separated by the radiai 
alleys. The most enthusiastic breeders and 
others interested estimate that the display 
of horses will not exceed 5,000 head, so that 
an area of twenty-five acres would 
more than accommodate that class 
of stock; then with the addition 
of similar constructions for cattle and for 
sheep, swine, and poultry the whole live- 
stock exhibit of the Exposition could be 
placed on seventy-five acres of ground. Gov. 
Hoard says he is not positive that he is the 
originator of his idea, not remembering just 
how he came to think of it, but he declares it to 
be a practical solution of economizing space, 
ana he will urge the committee to give it se- 
rious consideration.

There was a good deal of confusion along 
toward the latter end of the meeting of Park 
Bank depositors at the Palmer last night. 
About 100 were present in response to a call 
issued individually by Director C. H. Teb- 
betts, and as he opened the meeting he au- 
nounced that he spoke on his responsibility 
alone and did not represent the otner six 
members of the board. According to the 
statement made of the bank’s affairs the 
depositors may expect to get 100 cents on the 
dollar. This statement showed the total ha- 
bilities on the day the bank was closed were 
881. 000, made up of $527,000 of deposits and 
$54,000 rediscounts. The assets on that day 
were: Discounts, $623,000; cash and cash 
exchanges, $120,000; assets convertible into 
cas h, 650, 000; total, $894,000. That left a balance 
of $213,000 above who liabilities if the assets 
should all prove good. Since the bank was 
closed there has oeen collected $113,000. The 
bills receivable were $623,000. That amount 
less the $54,000 of rediscounts and the 6113. 
000 paid in since June 20 leaves $456,000 yet 
to be collected. The way matters stand now 
there are liabilities of $294,000 that must be 
met out of the proceeds of $515,000 bills re- 
ceivabie. If that could all be collected the 
depositors would not only be paid in full but 
the stockholders would get par for their 
$200,000 of stock and have a surplus 
of $21,000 to divide. Unfortunately, the loans 
were not ali judicious and probably cannot 
all be collected, but there was not the least 
doubt in Director Tebbetis’ mind that the 
depositors will receive the full amount of 
their deposits. The money that has been 
taken in was received from notes that came 
due. There have about $35,000 notes fallen 
due, however, that have not been paid. At 
least $30,000 of these notes, Mr. Tebbetts 
thought, would have been paid promptly had 
the affairs of the bank not been in such an 
unsettied state. | 

Wben Mr. Tebbetts called the meeting to 
order he said the meeting was calied because 
he had heard that broxers were offering 
to buy up depositors’ claims for 65 per cent 
and he wanted to make a statement to the 
aepositors to prevent any such sacrifice. A 
question was raised by a depositor as to how 
brokers obtained a compiete list of deposi- 
tors. Mr. Tebbetts couldn’t answer that. 

It came out that solicitude for the deposi- 
tors who might be induced to sell their de- 
posits at 65 cents on the dollar was not the 
Ooly cause for holding the meeting. The 
Controller had informed the directors that 
something definite must be done 
by them before Wednesday or he 
would appoint a receiver. Mr. Teb- 
betts thought it was greatly for the 
interests of the depositors that the bank 
into voluntary liquidation, and he thought 
with ten or fifteen days more time that could 
be accomplished. He asked that the deposi- 
tors pass a resolution urging the Controller 
to postpone action for the present. 

The gathering then resolved itself into a 
meeting of depositors, and elected Ar.

E. C. Ferguson, Secretary. A motion was 
passed in accordance with the directors’ 
wishes, asking the Comptroller to postpone 
action for fifteen days.

Workmen Object to Godies Being Kept af 
Kianer’s Place. 

A committee presented to Health Commis- 
sioner Wickersham yesterday afternoon a 
written protest, signed by thirty-five or forty 
laboring men employed in the vicinity of 
Klauer's undertaking establishment at No. 
148 Monroe street, deciaring against the 
maintenance of a morgue at that place. The 
protest said the nuisance arising from the 
general use of the place as a city Morgue was 
so great that it made work in the vicinity 
disagreeable; that this had been particularly 
true of the piace during the last lew days or 
while the victims of the Tioga explosion were 
awaiting identification. It was asked that 
the department abolish the source of trouble. 

Since they have been bringing so many 
bodies to this place,“ said one of the com- 
mittee, the stench is so unbearabie that 
we can’t eat our dinners.” This, he said, 
was because it was the custom to throw the 
clothing from bodies into the alley side of 
the building. Ine committeeman even went 
so far as to declare that he had seen hands 
and fingers thrown out in the ref use. 

The matter was first called to the at- 
tention of Dr. Wickersham Monday 

morning by aman who urged substantially 
the same objections. Inspector Clemer of 
the First Ward and Dr. L. H. Montgomery 
were sent to investigate tne matter, and 
found the charges were true as to the dis- 
posal of some of the clothing. The proprie- 
tor of the place was notified that this prac- 
tice must be stop When the committee 
talked to Dr. ickersham yesterday he 
asked if this order had been obeyed. The 
Visitors replied that it had, but they wished 
to submit the petition because they objected 
on general principles to the location of a 
morgue at this place. The Commis- 
sioner replied that this was a 
matter for the city to settie 
and ssibly the county. He said there 
wo be evils as long as bodies were taken 
there even with the best of care. He could 
keep the alley clean and would do so.

A SURPRISE IN THE J. W. KES CASE. 


The Peint Raised by Attorney Sleeper— 
Action by the Court. 

James W. Sykes’ attorney, Joseph A. 
Sleeper, gave the prosecuton something of 
a start yesterday morning by announcing in 
his opening statement that the charge in the 
indictment in the case or trial was not the 
same as in the case last tried, and in which 
the conviction was set aside by the Supreme 
Court; that in consequence the statute of 
limitations would bar prosecution. At the 
conclusion of his remarks the State began to 
cail its witnesses. 

To forestail Mr. Sleeper’s claim that the case 
on trial Was anew one, Assistant State’s-

Nothing could be 
proven that was not set up 
in the indictments, and as it did 
not incorporate the former imndict- 
ment to show that the charges were identi- 
cal the State was debarred from reading the 
former indictment. The indictment did not 
set forth the conviction either, and that 
could not be inferred from the indictment, 
nor even from thé reversal of the Supreme 
Court. fhe attorney argued at some length, 
citing many authorities to which Mr. Neeley 
and Gen. Stiles replied. 

Judge Collins decided that the evidence 
was admissibie and that it was not neces- 
sary for the pleader to incorporate the former 
indictment any more than to set up every 
fact which was to be proved.

THINES IT A BABY FARM, 


What the Woman's Protective Agency 
Found on the West Side. 

Members of the Woman’s Protgttive Asso- 
ciation are puzzied just now over an alleged 
baby-farm on West Madison street. They 
claim to have discovered a place where a 
woman receives babies from mothers who 
are not able to care for them and then selle 
the children to people who are desirous of 
adopting them. The discovery of this 
queer. place is said to be due to the 
complaint made by a poor woman who 
sought aid in regaining possession of her 
child. The woman’s story was to the effect 
that she took her young babe to the institu- 
tion and was dere told that it would cost $5a 
week to care for it. Finally, when the little 
one had been there a week or two, the pro- 
prietress of the place secured [for the mother 
of the child a position as nurse in a private 
family. It is alleged that the woman col- 
lected the mother’s wages until the sum of 
$30 had been paid, when sbe asked fora full 
surrender of the child from its parent. The 
mother says that she consented to this. 
She now wishes to reciaim ber offspring 
and sought the aid of the Woman’s Pro- 
tective Associauon in doing so. One of the 
ladies declares that in her efforts to restore 
the child to its mother she weat to the al- 
leged baby farm and, on the pretense of be- 
ing in search of a baby for adoption, saw the 
proprietress. The woman, it is said, readily 
agreed to sell the baby for $10 with full adop- 
tion papers. There were five other babies 
there; in fact, there was a job lot of them at 
different prices, according to their respective 
charms. The existence of the baby farm 
has been revealed to the police and toe mat- 
ter is now being investigated. 


CHARLES LESSER FAILS FOR $18,000. 


His Brother One of the Principal Creditors 
—Other Business Reverses. 

Charles Lesser, who has been in business 
asadealer in watch materials at No. 155 
State street for two or three years. failed 
yesterday for $18,000, and his store was 
closed last evening by the Sheriff. Lesser 
confessed judgment in favor of the following 
preferred creditors: William Lesser, $4,175; 
Chicago National Bank, $2,000; Henry Klaas 
fer, $250. Lesser has been doing business 
largeiy on capital borrowed from his brother, 
Wilham Lesser, who lives in Albany, N. Y.

NAPHTHA AMONG KEROSENE. 


Important Discovery Made on the Tioga by 
Oil Inspector Crane. 

At least fourteen barrels of naphtha 
were found by Oil Inspector Crane among 
the barrels suppesed to have deen 
kerosene in the death-hold of the 
steamship Tioga. The shippers of the 
stuff are liable to a fine of $5,000 under 
the Inter- Satte Commerce law for improper 
billing, even if they escape liability for the 
loss by the explosion. The hadility 
of the Union Steambout company, own- 
ers of the Tioga, tor the death of 
the stevedores is an open question. 
Much will depend on the testimony at the 
inquest. Agent T. T. Morford says me com- 
pany will aid in securing the fullest investi- 
gation, and is as anxious to get at the bottom 
of the matter as any one could desire. In 
the “protest,” the nautical term for the 
legal notice to all concerned in marine mis- 
haps, Mr. Morford says the explosion was 
due to “causes unknown.” 

The Tioga was inspected in dry-dock by 
the Board of Survey and pronounced sea- 
worthy to proceed to Buffalo for repairs. It 
will take — or four days to straighten out 
the machinery before the steamer leaves. 

The river in the vicinity of the explosion 
was dragged yesterday, but no more 
were brought to the surface.

They Were Tired of Life. 

George Dietmer, a tenmbter, of No. 336 Cly- 
bourn avenue, committed suicide by hanging 
himself to a bedpost. The body was found by 
Mrs. Dietmer. The man had been drinking heav- 
ily for two weeks. He was 4 years oid and 
leaves three children.

GRAIN STORAGE RATES, 

Prominent members of the Chicago Board 
of Trade compiain that the management and 
control of the grain elevators have ceased to 
be in harmony with the men who have in the 
course of many years built up the grain trade 
of this city. They say the warehouse pro- 
prietors are no longer an integral part of the 
board, but have become an alien interest, al- 
ready to a large extent antagonistic thereto, 
and apparently ready to combine in an ot- 
fensive ana defensive warfare against all the 
rest. The principal owners are not now mem- 
bers of the board. Indeed, it is not known 
who they are, except that the largest system 
under one control is owned in England, ana 
another is understood to be owned chiefly by 
a couple of New York capitalists who noto- 
riousiy are not interested in seeing the trade 
and commerce of this city prosper. 

These facts furnish no good reason why 
the business of grain warehousing should be 
done at a loss, but they do form grounds for 
doubting the claim that the rates in force 
for nearly the last two and a half years are 
not sufficient, seeing that during that time 
most of the nouses have changed hands, and 
that the foreign syndicate bought on verified ~ 
statements of earnings and profits svarcely 
equaled by any other line of business in this 
favored city, while those minimum rates 
have been rebated from in numerous in- 
stances. The old owners retired rich, and it 
well may be denied as reasonable to permit 
the new ones to make additions to their 
charges, and otherwise change their methods 
of transacting business, so as to pay big prof- 
fits on the 8),000,000 bushels of storage ca- 
pacity now here, a large part of which has 
been bought at the high construction rate of 
about 75 cents per bushel, though several of 
the structures are a quarter of a century-old 
and could be built anew now for less money. 

The increased tax is especially objection- 
able, as it will work directly to the disfavor 
of our lake commerce in its competition with 
the railroads. The grain that is shipped 
hence by the latter avenue of transportation 
is transferred from car tocar on track for 
nothing, or near it, while that which goes 
out by tne lake route necessarily passes 
through the elevators.

BLAINE AND THE SUGAR DUTIES. 

The reasons why Secretary Biaine does 
not think it politic to take the duties off raw 
sugars without conditions and concessions 
in return have been stated by him on several 
occasions, but never more forcibly than in 
his letter to Senator Frye, printed in yester- 
day’s TrisuNz, which every one ought to 
read. It is impossible to imagine that there 
is a Republican who can peruse it without 
being convinced by it. 

Looking at the matter from a purely busi- 


ness point, the Secretary calls the Senator's 


attention to the fact that at a moment when 
it is proposed to take the duties off the raw 
sugars of Cuba and Porto Rico, which fur- 
nish half the amount used in this country, 
which takes nearly the entire crop of the 
two isiands, Spain is increasing the duties 
on American flour and making them prohib- 
itory. Under the new tariff flour, the ship- 
ping price of which is $4.80 a barrel in New 
York, cannot be landed in Cuba for less than 
$11.46. Can it be proposed seriously to do a 
favor to a country which shows such persist- 
ent hostility to American interests, and 
which would be pleased if it could keep every 
American product or manufacture out of its 
dominions? The United States is asked to 
give up sixty millions of revenue and get in 
return—some prohibitory tariffs. 

The Secretary points out the economic 
folly of this policy in the case of Brazil. 
Since the coffee duties were repealed in 1872

THE REMOVAL OF THE UTES. 

There are good reasons for the belief that 
the bill providing for the removal of the Ute 
Indians from Colorado to Utah will not be 
considered auring the present session of Con- 
gress, and there are many reasons for con- 
gratulation in connection with this prospect. 
It certainly will do no harm to have plenty of 
time for the consideration of this proposi- 
tion, and if, as now appears, the bill will op- 
erate simply for the advantage of a real-es- | 
tate syndicate which desires to get possession 
of the Ute lands, there is the best of reasons 
for defeating it. 

Unquestionably there are some people in 
Colorado who wish the Utes removed, but it 
is noticeable that the movement thus far 
has been engineered by speculators who are 
desirous of getting possession of the rich 
farming landsof the Utes. The proposed 
measure, however, if it were carried into ef- 
fect, would be a violation of the Govern- 
ment’s policy towards the Indian, as it would 
take the Utes from their present arable 
lands, upon which they can and do support 
themseives, and remove them to a 
virtual wilderness. The Colorado ringsters 
argue that the Utes will be benefited 
by the removal, as they then will be placed 
contiguous to the Navajos, who, they claim, 
are a civilized and progressive people. Mr. 
Herbert Weish, the President of the Indian 
Rights Association, has made a crushing 
reply to this argument. To satisfy himself 
he has visited the Navajos, and finds that 
they are notin any sense a civilized people, 
and that while they are self-supporting they 
are not as civilized as the Utes themselves.

At the Exposition 5 Building last evening 
Mr. Thomas gave the first of his series of his- 
torical programs illustrative of the development 
of instrumental (orchestral) music, with special 
reference to the origin and development of the 
symphony. As was eminently fitting the open- 
ing number was & sutte—the form of writing 
from which the symphony originated. The suite 
chosen was the well-known one in D major by 
Johann Sebastian Bach. That the popular 
opinion that Bach was a scholarly but “dry” 
contrapuntist is erroneous is abundantly 
proven by many of the bright and pleasing works 
which be has written, and among such works the 
D major suite occupies a high place, The air“ 
in this suite probably stands next in popularity 
to the favorite Largo of Handel, and the sec 
ond gavotte is sufficiently “jolly” to please al- 
most any one. Only the overture, air, and two 
gavottes were played, the rest of the suite being 
omitted out of regard for the length of the pro- 


gram. 

Carl Philipp Emanuel Bach’s symphony 
in D came next. It was played for the 
first time m this city and proved to 
be a work which possesses many of the 
essential elements of the modern symphony. 
It is in three movements and allegro, largo and 
presto, the addition of the minuet having taken 
place at a considerably later date. The first 
movement already bears suggestions of the more 
modern treatment as regards form and the man- 
ner in which the ideas are contrasted. Though 
scored for what at the present day is considered 
an extremely small orchestra, the inst ents 
are skillfully treated and the generalſe is ex- 
celient. The largo is especially charm- 
ing, being full of expression, though 
the effects are obtained with but 
littie use of either first or second violins, these 
being confined to fragmentary pizzi- 
cato, at considerable intervals of time. In the 
Haydn symphony in G major there was a great 
advance manifested; the form of the symphony, 
both as regards general outline and contents, 
was practically fixed and the intrumentation 
was constructed more after the manner which in 
its legitimate development has given us the rich- 
ly scored works of the present age. With Haydn 
sustained harmonies: confided to we wind 
instruments first become a prominent feature of 
the orchestral treatment, and this manner of 
writing was used by all who succeeded him, and 
by none more than Wagner.

The inspection law was in- 
tended to provide for the massing of a great 
number of parcels within specified limitations 
as to quality, and that the purchaser of such 
grade for shipment should be served with a 
fair average of the whole. If the ware- 
houseman be allowed to buy and sell for 
himself he can select from the arrivals 
the best lots of each grade, sell 
them at a premium, and serve out to the un- 
favored buyer for shipment grain which is 
barely above the inferior limit of quality, 
thus biting out a fat and unfair toll from 
patrons who pay him otherwise for taking 
care of their property. It is an open secret 
that this has been done extensively in the 
past. It could be practiced ad libitum in the 
tuture if no check be ara by the law or 
the trade. 

At present the warehousemen seem to have 
the upper hand in the struggle. They are 
so far masters of the situation as to feel 
obliged to concede nothing, and plainly inti- 
mate to the board a willingness for that or- 
ganization to answer the question: “ What 


are you going to do about it?’ Perhaps,

A Bangor dispatch to the New York Herald

were becoming less prosperous every year and 
that sooner or later the farms of the State must 
be abandoned. 


This is not startling news. The census of 
1880 showed that during the preceding dec-, 
ade seven counties had declined in popula- 
tion. Nine had gained on the whole, but me 
increase had been almost exclusively con- 
fined to two counties—Androscoggin in the 
southwest and Aroostook in the northeast, 
the fertile lands of the latter, which bear tne 
must wonderful potato crops in the United 
States, having. been settled up with great 
rapidity. There has been no general devel- 
opment of manufacturing in Mame, and 
therefore not so many towns to keep the 
farmers’ boys and girls in tne State. Hence 
they have gone to Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cat, New York, or out West. In winter 
Maine has a big ice crop, and in summer the 
people raise and can great quantities of sugar 
corn, and they gather berries for the Boston 


and New York market, and grow veal, poul- 
try, and eggs for them, but these useful vo- 
cations do not build up a rapidly.

POPULATION OF NEW YORK: 

The New York World has discovered that 
the city’s population has been overcounted, 
and instead of having 1,620,000 as announced 
it finds itself with not over 1,500,000. The 
New-Yorkers having fertile imaginations 
calculated they would have at least 1,800,000 
and perhaps 2,000,000. They had accepted 
1,620,000 with very bad grace, and now are in 
a regular Manhattan state of mind because 
their enumerator finds he has made a mis- 
take of 80,000 or 100,000 in footing up his re- 
turns, never stopping to think that mistakes 
will happen in the best regulated families, 
and that when the adder has such bewilder- 
ing columns in front of him he is very liable 
to err. In their wrath, however, the Demo- 
cratic organs have discovered a veritabie 
mare’s nest, with Superintendent Porter in 
it, and audaciously charge him with trying 
to reduce the population so as to cut off a Rep- 
resentative in Congress. Of course this is 
nonsense as weil as untrue. After the first 
bitter moment of grief, however, they will 
realize that 1,500,000 is quite a large figure, and 
shows a very creditable growth for islanders. 
New York had in 1870 a population of 942,292, 
incheased 264007 during the decade, and had 
1,206,200. If she has swollen to 1,500,000 now 
it indicates a growth of 300,000 nearly, or 25 
per cout. 

Of course it brings Chicago, which has 
increased 600,000 in the same time, within 
hailing distance of New York in 1900, but 
Gotham can hedge against that emparrass- 
ment by raking in Brooklyn, Long Island, 
the rest of Westchester, and some of the 
islands down the bay. 


THE AMENDED WORLD'S FAIR ORDI- 
NANCE. 

Itis evidently the purpose of the amend- 
ments incorporated in the Lake-Front 
World's Fair ordinance by Ald. Gahan’s 
committee to give the city a large tract of 
valuable made land; also some valuable and 
costly buildings without an equivalent and to 
put the Council absolutely in control of such 
ground and buildings. Aida. Gahan’s special 
amendment provides: 


Any land lying east of the Lake-Front and 
south of Monroe street and north of Park row 
— — made, either by accretions or by filling 

ae by or under the direction of the World + 

umbian Exposition shall on and after May 1, 
1605. accrue to and be the property of tue said 
City of Chicago. 


Ang this ownership in the city thus pro- 
posed shall be without any condition whatso- 
ever, because Ald, L. B. Dixon had the stipu- 
lawon providing for some consultation and 
negotiation between the Council and the 
World’s Fair Directors stricken out. The 
clause eliminated is as follows: 


Subject. however, tosuch modifications hereof 
as may be mutually satisfactory and agreed to by 
the City of-Chicago and the then directors of the 
World's Exposition. 


Even this crumb of comfortis taken from 
the directors, and the private subscribers to 
the World’s Fair are reminded gentiy that 
they need expect no return for any of their 
money which may be used in filling up the 
Lake-Front and erecting buildings thereon. 

In order that there may be no doubt on 
this point Ald. Madden proposes the follow- 
ing amendment: 


That the privileges herein granted are upon 
the express condition that under no circum- 
stances shall any division of the City of ag 
be called upon to pay or become in any way 
— for any portion of the expense which may be- 

me necessary for the fill of space now

The overwhelming vote in city and country 
by which the people of Illinois adopted their

seat, and in the school district, under the 
Constitution of 1848. They had learned that 
however honest those mén were supposed to 
be at the outset, the temptations to which 
they were subjected under that loose Consti- 
tution were so great that they generally be- 
came boodlers. Under the old Constituuon 
of 1848 the people trusted nearly everything 
to their representatives. They left the front- 
door unlocked and gave them the keys to 
the closets, the safe, and the money-drawer.

So they elected conservative men to frame 
a new organic law which contains evidences 
of the people's just doubts of the honesty of 
servants trusted too much. It prevents mem- 
bers of the Legislature from selling privileges 
by private laws and of tricking the people 
into voting bonds for every scheme oily gam- 
mon cheats could rope them into indorsing. 
It stops Ald ermen, Supervisors, and trustees 
from blanket-mortgaging communities. It 
takes the utmost pains to keep these various 
% trusted individuals from being led into 
temptation and boodleism, and strange\to 
say some of them are still ungratefui for the 
kindness and long for a little of the old- 
fashioned free and easy rascality. If we 
people could meet in mass convention when- 
ever legislation was needed they would not 

‘attempt to limit tnemselves, for they are too 
many to be bought or sold. But as they have 
to act through agents or servants, and as 
these proved false in the past in thousands 
of instances, a wholesome distrust made it 
necessary to circumscribe their discretionary 
action, and the result has been beneficial to 
their reputations and the people’s pockets.

I’ve 
heard him in Congress when he made his 
great speech and [P’ve seen him on the 
stump at his t. yet I never heara him 
make a more powerful argument than during 
the half-hour he talked to half a dozen of us 
in the privacy of that room. He reviewed the 
tariff history ot the country, recitec the mis- 
takes the country hed made in the removal 
of the coffee tax without the slightest gain, 
and protested with all his force against what 
he termed the ¢érror of making sugar 
free. He gave us an outline of his reciproci- 
ty policy much the same as it has been since 
developed. We agreed with him that the 
same mistake should not be made in leaving 
any country to levy an export tax on sugar as 
had been done with coffee. But when it 
came to keeping sugar on the dutiabie list 
for trad or reciprocity purposes, we could 
not see in itali that Mr. Blaine seemed to see. 
Maj. McKiniey was using his infiuence to 
bac up the Secretary, not because 
he had faith in the Pan-American 
market, but because he simply wanted 
to keep sugar dutiable. In spite of 
their combined opinion, after reviewing the 
whole situation, a majority of us concluded 
that the farmers of the West and the con- 
sumers of the whole country would get more 
by cheap sugar than by any trading arrange- 
ment which could be arranged. So we put it 
in the bill. Thatis the story of the whole 
affair.“ ;

THE BEHRING SEA CORRESPONDENCE 


It Is Awaited by Congressmen with Fever 
iah Interest. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 15.—[Special. |— 
The Bebring Sea correspordence is awaited 
in Congress with a feverish interest. It is 
admitted that the- outline of the communica- 
tions between Secretary Blaine and Lord 
Salisbury published when the correspond- 
ence was first called for was correct, but the 
surmise is that there may be some additions. 
Itis known that the President has for some 
days had the documents in shape to transmit, 
and the only reason for the delay is that some 
sort of courtesy required him to wait until 
the British Foreign Office was also ready te 
lay the correspondence before Parliament. 
The promise of Sir James Fergusson was tnat 
Parliament should have the documents soon. 
When ail the documents are submitted a good 
many people on both sides of the water who 
have supposed that the whole question 
hinged on the protection of seals will open 
their eyes to the vastness of the interests in- 
volved. Americans especialiy, after reaa- 
ing Secretary Blaine's contention, will 
better understand the possibilities of 
National wealth which are contained 
in the exclusive dominion of 
the United States over the Alaskan waters. 
The question of history and international 
law involved in the claim that Behring Sea 
is a closed sea will be followed closely. A 
good many people who have taken second- 
hand opinions that the United States was 
estopped from this contention because of the 
protest made by Secretary Adams in 1824 
against exclusive Russian jurisdiction of the 
Northern Pacific waters may learn for tne 
first time that that protest related to the wa- 
ters north of latitude 51“ and did not em- 
brace the interior seas. 


WILL NOT BE STUPPED FOR A MONTH. 
pumas 
Report About the Silver 
Without Foundation. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 15.—[Special.]— 
An impression has gained credence that the 
Treasury will order the stoppage of the coin- 
age of silver during the month which will 
intervene before the coinage provision of the 
new silver law becomes operative. There- 
foreit is supposed that the effect will be to 
cut off the supply of at least $2,000,000 which 
ought during the ensuing month to be coined 
and added to the country’s volume of circu- 
lation. 

This impression is, nowever, without sub- 
stantial foundation. The only apparent basis 
for it is in the fact that the fifth section of 
the new silver law provides that so much 
of the act of Feb. W, 1878, entitled An act 
to authorize the coinage of the standard sil- 
ver dollar and to restore its legal-tender 
character,’ as requires the monthly purchase 
and coinage of the same into silver doliars of 
not less than $2,000,000 nor more than $4,000,- 
000 worth of silver Oullion, is hereby re- 
pealed.“ 

The new law will take effect thirty days 
after its passage, or thirty days from July 
14. Beginning with that date and until the 
Ist of next July the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury will coin into standard silver doilars 

000,000 ounces of the 4,500,000 ounces of the 
silver butuon purchased under the provisions 
of the new law. After that the coinage of 
silver will virtually coase, because the Sec- 
retary will thereafter be required to coin

only as much as may be necessary to provide 


for the redemption of the Treasury notes 
provided for in the new law. It is calculated 
that the offerings under the provision relat- 
ing to redemption of Treasury notes will be 
scarcely appreciable. However, there is good 
authority for tement that there will 


be no abatement of the silver doliar coinage 
this month.

Sr. Patt, Milan,, July 18.— [Special. A 
rumor reached St. Paul at midnight aa a 
mod gathered this evening bear Diamond 
Bluff, Wis, the home of Capt. Wetnern, 
Who commanded the ill-fated Sea Wing, with 
the purpose of lynching hun. The report 
says he was made aware of the approach of 
the mob and was placed in a bugey and 
driven rapidly to Elisworth, tne county seat 
of Pierce County, and turned over to the 
Sheriff for protection. 

The feeling among the friends of the dead 
at Red Wing, Diamond Bluff, and Trenton is 
very bitter against thé Captain, and their 
anger has increased since the sudden and un- 
satisfactory termination of the inquest at 
Rea Wing this evening. 


The charge is openly made that Capt. 
Wethern is guilty of criminal carelessness 
in starting his boat before an approaching 
storm. It is said the United States Steam- 
boat Inspector has a warrant which he in- 
tends serving on Capt.. Wethern tomorrow, 
charging him with overloading his vessel. It 
is pretty certain it carried over 200 persons, 
though its capacity is but 140. 


CAPT. WETHERN CONDEMNED, 


Charges That He Is Responsible for the 
Terrible Loss of Life. 

Rep Wine, Minn., July 15.--When the res- 
cuers who were taking out the dead bodies of 
the victims of the Sea Wing disaster at Lake 
City Sunday night reached the cabin tney 
found clasped in its mother’s arms and held 
to the breast that nourished it the infant 
child of John Schoeffier of this city. Tender- 
ly the mother and child were lifted from the 
wreck and placed in the long row of the dead, 
none aesiring to withdraw the seemingly 
sleeping infant from the protecting and sus- 
taining arms of her to whom tne child was but 
just beginning to look as its best and dearest 
friend, and together their bodies still are. 
Where they now lie they are alongside their 
husband and father and the baby’s child sis- 
ter—and all are in the German Lutheran Cem- 
etery, about two milee west of town. 

The same cemetery today received the 
bodies of the eight members of the Gerken 
family. Herman Hempftling and his bride 
were buried from the German Lutheran 
Church and their bodies are now interred in 
the same cemetery. The aunt, Mrs. Fred 
Hempftling, and her son Fred and daughter 
Lizzie were buried in the beautiful Oak wood 
Cemetery on a hilltop to the south of the o ty 
where a large number of others were buried 
last nicht and today. The Catholic Cenie- 
tery is beyond Oakwood, and still others now 
lie there. 

Aitogether forty-four of the dead were 
solemaly and quietly carried to the cities of 
the dead and laid beneath tne sod by rever- 
ent hands amid falling tears. 


Denounce the Captain. 


Capt. Wethern, who commanded the Sea 
Wing, and his crew are denounced vigorous- 
ly, and it all that is said were true they 
would surely receive speedy justice. Even 
though conflicting stories are told of the oc- 
currence, of the condition of the crew, and of 
the orders of the Captain, enough seems to 
be established to bring upon them some 

retty strong and well-deserved censures. 

he mildest and best view of the whole sad 
affair would seem to indicate a woeful lack of 
judgment on the part of the Captain in dJeay- 
ing shore to go out into such a storm. 

Dynamiting has been kept up during the 
day, but nothing new has developed in the 
search for further victims of the disaster, 
and consequently the people have had ample 
pin merge on fy hear and tell and discuss the 
events of awful night, and the alleged 
poor management has deen gone over re- 
peatediy, each time with more yvehemence 
and indignation. 

The feeling against Capt. Wethern was 
vigorously and plainly stated to him yester- 
day by a prominent resident of Red Wing, 
who met him at Lake City and asked for a 
statement as to the number of people on the 
boat at the time of the disaster. The Captain 


said: 

„We sold 147 tickets; there were three of 
my family and eigotof the crew and a num- 
ber of invited guests and friends, making 
altogether not more than 170 people.“ 

This answer served to arouse the citizen 
to a high pitch of indignation, and he began 
a strong denunciation of the Captain and 
crew by stating his opinion that we number 
of the tickets sold was 187 instead of 147 and 
that the total number on board exceeded 
200. He continued by accusing both Oaptuin 
and crew of ignorance, incompetency, aud 
drunkenness, and stating that he considered 
them responsibie for the accident and that 
mez should be beld accountable. 

is was but the expression cf what many 
have been feeling and saying, and it greatly 
affected the Captain, whose loss of wife and 
son and vessel had already weil-nigh crazed 
him, and the charges are probably not whol- 
ly founded on facts. 

Juage L. 8. Bayrell of Argyle was on the 
boat and he gives positive evidence against 
the charge of drunkenness. He says the 
Captain was not only sober, but he was full 
conscious of the presence of a storm, al- 
though not fully appreciating its gravity. 
The Captain walked through the cabin, quiet- 
ly trying to calm the excited passengers, 
teiling them that he did not think there was 
any danger, butif any wished co do so they 
could put on life-preservers and prepare for 
the worst possibility. A few minutes later 
he went into the cabin again and once more 
made the same suggestion. 

The charge against the crew probably orig- 
inated in the behavior of some of the male 
passengers on the barge. They had been 
drinking and began to sing when leaving the 
wharf. Soon their songs changed in charac- 
ter and the ladies were compelled to seek 
refuge in the cabin. The engineer asked 
them to behave and for a while they did so, 
and a few ladies returned to the barge and 
were saved from it when it drifted to the 
shore after the boats broke apart. 


Orders Miscarried. 


Seeing the severity of the storm the cap- 
tain wished those who were un the barge at 
the mercy of the wind and rain and hail to 
seek refuge in the cabin, but later he con- 
sidered tne barge the safer place and ordered 
the women and children to remove there. 
His order miscarried, or at least such seems 
to have been the case. 

Miss Aegig Bartron of Lake City, who was 
one of those rescued from the barge, says 
all the women and children were ordered 
mto the cabin from the barge; she refused 
to and was saved. 

wyer A. J. Greer of Lake City believes 
that if the peopie had known that of the 
lake a great many of them could have es- 
caped, and cites as a proofof his belief, 
the experience of Harry Mabey of Lake 
City. Young Mabey was on board the Sea 
Wing, and when she arifted around below 
the point she grounded for a short time on 
the bar. Knowing the water there was 
rather shaliow ne jumped overboard and 
reached the land easily, making hies wan 
round the shore and taking the first news of 
the disaster to Lake City. From that bar 
the steamer drifted along the shore, ng 
about forty or fifty yards out, and all * 
the bottom slopes very ually down, 30 
that nearly all could in that way zuave 
reached the shore had they known this fact. 

Coroner Kyllo went down to Lake City to- 
day to look after reported found bodies, but 
found no more.

Win When Racisg Agatast an Ordinary 
Lot, and the Jockey aud Owners Are 
Asked to BExplain—It Is Shows ‘by 8 
Bookmaker That the Horse Was 
Strengly Backed by Hankins and Others 
—Sister Linda Wins the Quickstep. 

The last race of the day at Washington Park 
yesterday was peculiar, and called for prompt 
investigation on the part of the judges. Santa- 
lene, the flower of the Hankins Stable, was a 
top-heavy favorite at 3 to Gerhardy, a clever 
jockey, was up, and there Was no question in the 
minds of those who backed the horse that they 
had almost a certainty of winning. What was 
their surprise and disgust when all the 
horses were straightened out for the 
wire in the stretch, Santalene being 
then third and — seciiy, 3 Gerhardy 
stop riding and apparently allow Atticus, a com- 
mon plater of ordinary merit, to win in a gallop. 
Such a palpable neglect to ride to win could not 
be overlooked, and in fact the performance of 
Santalene had such a queer look that Messrs. 
Burke and Riley, the judges, at once notified 
George V. Hankins, his trainer, Eugene Leigh, 
and Jockey Gerhardy to appear before them and 
expiain, At the investigation. at the Palmer 
House last night Mr. Hankins presented evi- 
dence to show that he bad backed Santaiene 
for $2500 to win. His business partner, 
Mr. Wightman, testified that he had 
given George Wheelock, a bookmaker, 
a commission to place that amount to the best 
advantage. Wheelock testined that he had 
placed the 28 2 about 8 to5.n several books, 
and regatding the ble money as a good indi. 
cation that eee would win he bet $5,800 of 
his own money the same — 8 He also notified 
Applegate, another bookmaker, that he had 
placed a good deal of. money for Hankins, and 
this information inducéd Applegate to bet about 
$1.500 on Santalene. Wheelock produced his 
sheet to prove that he had bet the 88,00 on 
the horse—$2,500 for Hankins and $5,800 of his 
own. On this evidence there seemed no reason to 
doubt the assertion of Mr. Hankins that he ex- 
pected to win and had backed the horse, but the 
cold, bare fact still stared the judges in the face 
that ‘Gerhardy had not ridden the horse to win, 
and how he could dare to lose a race that his 
employer confidently expected to win easily was 
what bothered them, In reply to questions the 
jockey said that bis iustructions from Leigh had 
meat. been when he saw he could not win 

to stop riding his horse. Santalene was not a 
horse to stand a drive, and as he could not catch 
Atticus in the stretch ne had ceased to 
urge bim. Leigh said that Gerbardy had 
ridden four years for him and was bonest and 
capable and he felt confident that the boy would 
not pull a horse deliberately. Gerhardy's ad 
mission that he sto riding when he — he 
could not catch us Was rather a staggerer 
for the judges, b re was no overlooking the 
fact that Santalede was immeasurably superior 
as a racehorse to Atticus and ought to have won. 
It was brought out in the investigation that At- 
ticus is * owned dy Al Hankins, a brother 
of ote, PY Hankins, and a bookmaker at the 
track. The racing qualities of the horse, how 
ever, are owned by Ruddy Bros. No other 
bookmaker was examined. except Wheelock, 
and his book showed that he had taken in only 
two small bets on Atticus. The largest winner 
on the race appeared to be Cartwright. the book- 
maker with whom Wheelock bet 85,000 against 
$3,000 on Santaiene on his own account. Whether 
Gerbardy was actually guilty of a the race 
for the nefit of this bookmaker an preety 
some others, or because, as was broadly hinte 
at, large sums of money were placed on Atticus 
in other books, is still a matter of development 
in the investigation. Today the judges wiil ex- 
amine the sheets of every bookmaker at the 
track and ascertain just how strongly Atticus 
was backed. Until some detinite information 
can be procured showing fraud no action can be 
taken on the race, and it will probably go down 
on racing records as ohe of the unfortunate 
things of the turf, 

The delightful weather and the prospect of 
some excellent racmg, including the great 
Quickstep Stakes for 2-year-old colts and fillies. 
tu vited a large crowd to the park. The grand 
stand had more than its usual complement of 
feminine spectators, and there was an extra 
large contingent of speculators who went in with 
all their customary vigor to make or break the 
bookmakers. As u rule the latter gentry had 
the best of tho game, but two favor- 
ites showing in tront at the finish, and a 
couple of horses with long odds against them

eavy and sticky, the result of the tremendous 
rains of the previous day. Since the 22 
day of the meeting society has practically ig- 
nored the racing, but quite a little coterie of 
club-members’ Wives and daughters graced the 
occasion, the elu use balconies presenting a 
gay appearance w the parti- -colored parasols 
and bright ribbens of „ s representatives. 

The interest of the day, of course, centered in 
the Quickstep Stake, a balf mile dash for 2-year- 
olds. and among the sixteen youngsters that went 
to the post were some of the fastest and best 
bred animals in the West. -Several of them had 
been saved expressly for this race, and tips 
were twice as numerous as the horses that start- 
ed. The strongest tip of all was on Monte Rosa, 
a filly that had some creditable wins im the 
South upon which to base her chances. Otner 
well backed animals were the Newsum pair, 
Woodford and Bowen.

“I have just telegraphed to Washington,” said 
the lighthouse officer last night, “for further in- 
a If we blow the Wreck to pieces we 
may be sued for damages, and if it lies where it 
is it is a danger to vessels. We cannot light it 
except by a lightship. I will hear Wednesday 
what the Lighthouse Board can do in such a con- 


tingency.”

Capt. Martin Hausler of the tug C. W. Elph- 
icke came in from douth Chicago to learn his 
lability for turning the raging Calumet into ice- 
water Monday. 

That day the Elphicke had a scow, loaded with 
500 tons of ice from Scurgeon Bay, to tow up the 
Calumet to the Hammond Dressed-Beef com- 
pany at Hammond. As he approached the three 
railroad bridges the tidal wave. caused by the 
heavy squdils on the lake, began running up 
stream at five or six miles an hour. It caught 
the scow, and, notwithstanding the efforts of the 
tug, it crashed into the bridge protection aud 
filled.

The ordinance is a thoroughly bad one. 
Nota line nor a word was aor in it by 
the committee. And yet Ald. Vierling said 
when he presented it that “it requires 
amendment, of course; also that he 
thought the prices proposed by the ordinance 
were too high, and might be reduced without 
danger that the backers would object.

THE BLACK CLOUD IN MINNEAPOLIS.

Graphic Description of the Tornado as It 
Was Photographed. 

Minneapolis Tribune: Lesterday's cyclone 
was viewed by acompany of gentlemen from 
the Hotel Clinton, Fourth avenue south and 
Grant street, much after the fashion Generals 
have sometimes adopted of watching a battle 
from some prominent elevation out of harm’s 
way. They had accessories in the way of a 
field glass and a camera, and when the 
twirler was at its closest point to Minneapolis 
a photograph was taken of it, which will be 
ready to be shown this morning. The ob- 
servation was almost by chance. The sultri- 
ness of the weather during the forenoon and 


early afternoon suggested the possibility of 
a cycione, and when at about 1 o’clock the 
heavy and dark rain clouds began to gather 
to the north of the city and a storm seemed 
impending, J. F. Hogie of the Hartford Life 
and Annuity company, who lives witn his 
family at the Clinton, and E. F. Crabbe of 
Hale, Thomas & Co., who lives at the same 
place, together with several others went toa 
north third-story window out of curiosity to 
see what would be the result. They had not 
very long to wait. The storm cloud back of 
the heavy biack rim which encircied its 
front was of a sickly, copperish hue, and in 
its center an unusual commotion manifested 
itself. The eastern edge of the cloud was on 
the horizon at a point directiy across the 
Hour-millme district from them, and the 

estern edge over the center of the high- 
school building, the center, in the customary 
semi-circular form, being well advanced to- 
ward Minneapolis. 

A mass of small black clouds gathered oa 
the face of the storm-cioud, and as they 
gathered it could be seen there was a great 
atmospheric disturbance. They rolled and 
tumbled one over another and ocessionally 
the entire mass would suddenly and swiftl 
drop toward the earth, but, recovering itself 
in @ moment, regain its place in mid-air. 
Up to this time there had been no funnel 
formation, and nothing to suggest that a 
cyciore was at hand. About five minutes 
after 4 o’clock, Mr. Hogie thinks, the black 
mass was suddenly eiongated and came to 
the ground in the neighborhood of the stock- 
yards. It was located, from where the gen- 
tlemen were standing in the hotel, immedt- 
ately over, the top of the Central High 
School tower. The funnel was perfect and 
the rapid whirling. motion was distinctly 
visible. From the main body black clouds 
were contingaily shooting out and then re- 
tiring, and in addition to the rotation there 
was a movement of air up and down on the 
edge of the cyclone, which carried with it 
the small clouds that had been thrown off 
from the storm center. ö 

The point of the funnel did not remain on 
the earth, Mr. Hogle thinks, longer than a 
minute or two. Then it suddenly drew itself 
up until there was oniy the heavy mass of 
angry dark clouds. These, too, aimost en- 
tirely disappeared, and the gentlemen, who 
had by this time got to the roof of the Hotel 


Clifton, thought wey had seen tbe last of 


them. Not so, dowever. 

In. about five minutes they saw the funnel 
forming again, this time nearer to Minne- 
apolis and at a point in the sky between the 
new butidings of the Northwestern Guaranty 


surance company, from where they were 
standing. It repeated itself tuis time, form- 
ing preducite in the air, amid great commo- 
tion and dropping to the earth, where it re- 
mained but for a moment, as before. When 
the funnel scattered the second time it did 
not appear for perhaps ten or twelve min- 
utes. At about 4:15 p. m. the clouds were 
seen coming together again, this time over 
the top of the B elevater of the Milwaukee 
road, below tne Milwaukee depot. All the 
time, Mr. Hogle says, the storm was from 
ten to fifteen miles from Minneapolis as near 
ashe can estimate, aud gradually drawing 
nearer to the city. It moved rapidly east- 
ward and slightly southward, covering the 
distance between the point where it was first 
noticed and the point over the top of the 
elevator, which marked the scene of the 
fatality in St. Paul, in about twenty-five 
minutes. The distance could not have been 
less than forty mules. 

The third formation was more portentous 
by far than either of the preceding ones, in 
the ratio of fully fifty to one, and as tne fun- 
nel dropped to the ground for the third ume 
it was an imposing sight. Its top was ap- 
parently more than a mile in circumference, 
and it tapered gradually from this to the 
smallest possible proportions at the lower 
end. Says Mr. Hogle: This time we could 
all see that the effects would be terrible. 
Thei¢ycione remained on the ground fully ten 
minutes, increasing in size and velocity all 
the while and moving exceed:nely slow. In 
the ten minutes i did not move over a dis- 
tance r than half the length of the big 
B elevator, as we saw it. This probably 
meant several mi At times it seemed 
almost stationary, and when at last it lifted 
itself and finally disappeared it was 4:35 
o'clock. I caught a good photograph of it 
while it was at its aE cate have in the 
photograph a flash of lightning that went 
across the face of the cyclone just at this 
time.“

KANSAS CORN BADLY DAMAGED. 


Het Winds Destroy the Crop in Many Sec- 
tlons— More Rain Needed. 

Kansas Crrr. Mo., July 15.—[Special.j— 
Special telegrams, today show that the hot 
winds Sunday and Monday did irremediabie 
damage to early corn in neariy all parts of 
Kansas. The late corn has not yet been hurt 
much, and the rains which feil last night 
piace it out of danger for the present. The 
rains amounted to a great deal more than 
those of last Week and they spread over more 
territory. but there are still many localities 
of the State which have not had rain for 
weeks. Some correspondents report that 
only licht showers fell last night. A good 
portion of the corn belt was pretty thorough- 
ly watered, however, and the rein, while it 
came too late to save tne full crop, puts the 
corn in condition to develop rapidly. More 
raius are needed, however, m nearly every 
section. 

Passengers from Denver and other Col- 
orado points who arrived in the city this 
morning report heavy rain and hail storms 
for a great uistance in Western and Eastern 
Colorado yesterday. In some portions of 
Kansas where no rain had fallen for several 
weeks and the grass was dead on the 
prairies fires were startea by lightning and 
in a very short time the flames were rapidly 
spreading iu all directions.

OUTRAGES IN NEW MEXICO, 


Greasers Shooting Settlers and Destroying 
Property Near Las Vegas. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 15.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior received from a gentle- 
men now in New Mexico a circumstantial 
account of the outrages committed in that 
Territory during the last few months by 
“White Caps.” This lawless mob, the writ- 
er says, consists of several hundred 
“Greasers,” who, armed, masked, and 
mounted, almost nightly parade through the 
country for thirty miles around Las Vegas, 
destroying crops, houses, and bridges, shoot- 
ing and terrifying citizens upon the plea that 
the land belongs to the ple,” and that 
they are underpaid for their 
labor. The writer describes minutely 
twenty-five disunct acts of violence and 
asks that the Government take cognizance 
of the matter and furnish relief to the terror- 
stricken people. Hundreds of miles of fences 
have been cat down and carried away, 
houses looted and burned, hay-stacks fired 
and agricultural implements broken up and 
destroyed. Several people have been shot 
and severely wounded and a number of rail- 
road bridges burned and other depredations 


tted. 

The Secretary has referred the papers in 
the case to Gov. Prince of New Mendes for a 
full report. He has also asked the Governor 
to suggest a remedy in case he finds the sit- 
uation such as to require action by the Gov- 
ernment. Itis not unlikely that troops will 
be sent into the Territory to protect the 
lives and property of the people.

SOUTHERN SUFFRAGE DISCUSSED. 


Prof. McCalioc!: of North Carolina Speaks 
Strongly on the Subject. 

Prof. William H. McCalloch, one of North 
Carolina’s greatest educators and at one 
tim. United States Consui at Bahia, taixed 
forcibiy at the Paimer House yesterday when 
the subject of the Federal Election bill was 
brought up. 

The reason there is so much rot said and 
done by Northern peopie and statesmen con- 
cerning thé Southern .suffrage question,” 
he said, is because not one in 10,000 up here 
understanas cial conditions of the 
South. Bu évils than the sup- 
pression of Ignorant and supersti- 
tious votes are themselves worse, ana those 
who cast them have no moral right to the 
ballot. Where intelligence is in the majority 
it may be well to grant the franchise to the 
ignorant, but where ignorance—even barbar- 
ism oft times—is in the majority the com- 
munity certainly ought to deprive that class 
of the right to vote and to have that vote 
counted, In the North ignorance may have 
the ballot without great danger, but there is 
a decided difference between allowing ignor- 


ance to vote and still remain controlled and 


allowing it to vote and itself gain the con- 
trol. Wein the South do not deny the ne- 
gro a vote because his skin is A but be- 
cause he is the ignorant majority. It is real- 
ly a question of seif-preservation with many 
sections of the South—happily not so much 
s0in my own State—but we shail never, I 
fear, convince the North of that so long as 
the Shermans ana the Forakers and the rest 
of that ilk are believed. It is they who have 
made us wnat you deli: ht to call the Solid 
South’ im much the same tone as if 
the term meant a band of Nihilists 
or Molly Maguires. Cruel and /ife-taking 
methods of depriving the negro of his vote 
will, however, never again be knowa in tne 
South unless by unwise and sectional legis- 
lation on the part of Congress. The latter is 
playing with edged tools on a question of 
that kind, and any decided move the wrong 
way can only result to the further disad- 
vantage of the negro in the South. 

“At present the colored vote is to some 
extent suppressed, not for the good of the 
Democratic party but for the safety of the 
Southern peo and the ‘Solid South’ is 
bound together in Democracy only because 
she knows that Republicanism is mistakenly, 
and, I believe, ignorantly endeavoring to 
ruin der“ social condition. Of course the 
party takes this course partly to gain 
its own- ends in we North, but 
thousands of its followers indorse its par- 
ticular principles in that direction simply 
because they have no means of understand- 
ing. the f ul condi s which embarrass 
our people. We are constantly s ling 
with the cread of being overwhelmed by the 
superstitious race which is led against us by 
a few white demagogs, whose rule would 
result in the most vicious and ignorant ieg- 
islation. Under such circumstances, would 
the whites of the North act differently! 1 
know they would not. Weareof the same 
race, though I tear a of the North has 
forgotten it. Our ambition is the same and 
our love of country is equal. I dounot if this 
stupendous question can be solved 1 the 
Democratic party. There is a grand chance 
here for a brave Republican statesman of 
the North, who is unselfish and patriotic 
enough to go before Congress with a measure 
that would dispel these doubts, misunder- 
standings, and clouds. If such a man could 
be found, and be were strong enough to 
—— Congress with him, do you know what 
would bappen? The Solid South wouid be 
buried forever beneath a million votes.“

SHIPPING MERCHANDISE IN BOND. 


Senator Cullom Pesires Information frem 
the Treasury Department. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 18.—In the Sen- 
ate Mr. Cullom offered a resolution (which 
went over till tomorrow) directing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to report to the Sen-

there transshipped, and whether or not such

Mr. Sherman from the Finance Committee 
reported a substitute for a bill introduced by 
him the 16th of May to reduce the amount of 
United States bonds to be required of Nauon- 
al banks, and to restore to wne channels of 
trade the eXcessive accumulations of lawful 
money iu the Treasury.

THE CLAYTON-BRECKINEIDGE CASE. 


Judge MeClare Speaks Before the Com- 
mittee on Rehalf of Mr. Clayton. 

WasuineTon, D. C., July 15.—The House 
Committee on Elections today heard argu- 
ments by Judge donn McClure of Arkansas, 
Mr. Clayton’s representative, upon the 
Breckinridge Arkansas election case. 

Judge McClure began his argument by at- 
tacking Mr. Breckinridge in reply to certain 
statements made by that. gentieman, as ex- 
hibited in the record. He charged that Mr. 
Breckinridge had sought to incite his parti- 
sans to treat him (McCiure) as they had 
treated Mr. Clayton. but he warned them 
that if he was assassinated his friends would 
require a greater measure of atonement than 
was permitted by tne Mosaic law. 

At this point Representative Crisp made a 
forcible objecwon to the continuation of this 
line ot argument and was about to retire 
when Chairman Powell interposed and de- 
sired the counsel to avoid personaiities. 

Contuunuing, Judge McClure entered into 
an analysis of the testimony with the pur- 
pose of showing that tne Clayton murder 
and subsequent tragedies, such as the killing 
of the detective, Benjamin, were purely 
political offenses. He resented the effort 
which he said had been made to make 
the le of Arkansas responsibie for the 
series of crimes, which he sougut to show 
were partof a general pian carried out by 
politicians and ballot-box stuffers and steal- 
ers, with a deliberate purpose to reverse the 
will of the peopie as expressed at the polis. 
He referred sarcastically to Mr. Breckin- 
ridge’s contention that the election officers 
had been vindicated, reading Judge Cun- 
ningham’s charge to the grand jury and de- 
claring that it was the tirst time he had ever 
heard that a legal convicuon was a vindica- 
tion of the person convicted. 

Analyzing the testimony respecting the 
details of the vote cast in the district Judge 
McClure heid that outside of Conway Coun- 
ty. and in Woodruff County alone, mere was 
the evidence of fraud ampie to reverse the 
declared result of tne election.

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IT WINS ITS LEGAL FIGHT WITH THE 
WESTERN INDIANA. 


Judge Tuley Affirms the Right of the Com- 
pany to Use the Chicago Terminals for 
Its Detroit Connection—The Canadian 
Pacific May Enter This City Over These 
Tracks—Attempts of the Managers to 
Advance All Western Freight Rates. 


Judge Tuley gave his decision yesterday in 
the suit of the Wabash railway against the 
Western Indiana, by which the temporary 
injunction restraining the latter from termi- 
nating the lease of its tracks and depots be- 
tween Hammond, Ind., and Chicago was 
made perpetual. This decision is a victory 
for the Wabash and will enable the Cana- 
dian Pacific to secure an entrance to the city, 
as was shown by Tue Trisune when the 
hearing of the case began last week. 

The opinion is an exhaustive review of the 
whole case from the first iease in 1879. The 
first question considered is whether the 
Wabash was so far the successor of 
the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific rail- 
Way company that it was entitled to 
bring this suit, which is based on two 
leases executed by the Western Indiana, 
the firstin 1879 and a supplemental one in 
1882. By these leases the tracks and termi- 
nals of the Western Indiana were leased to 
the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific, the CG. 
cago and Atlantic, the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, the “ Monon,” and the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois. The Wabash, the court 
held, was the successor of the Wabash, St. 
Louis and Pacific and entitled to all its 
rights. 

The effect of the leases was next taken up. 
At the time of the first lease in 1879 the 
Western Indiana had only a line from Dolton 
to Chicago and the lease covered only the 
road from Chicago to Auburn, where the 
Chicago division of the Wabash was to con- 
nect with it. The supplemental lease was 
made three years later, when some misunder- 
standing arose between the Western Indiana 
and its lessees. The tive lessees purchased 
in e§ual shares the capital stock of tne 
Western Indiana and executed a mortgage 
to raise the money needed for adequate 
depot facilities, eiecting their own directory. 
As the Wabash had no line between Chicago 
and Detroit its traffic was hauled over the 
Western indiana’s Dolton une between Chi- 
cago and Auburn. A line of the Wabash ex- 
tended from Detroit to Butler, thence to Lo- 
gunsport, and thence west to Forrest on the 
Chicago branch, which was called the Chi- 
cago and Strawn railroad. It bad also a hne 
from Forrest to St. Louis. 


The Right to Use the Line. 

When the Wabash afterwards gained con- 
trol of the Eel River road it had a line be- 
tween’ Laketon Junction and Detroit, con- 
necting at Laketon Junction with the Chi- 
cago and Atlantic. A demand was made on 
the Western Indiana for the right to use, in 
common with the other lessees, the Western 
Indiana tracks between Hammond and Chi- 
cago, the claim being based on Sec. 14 of the 
supplemental lease. Ine right was conceded 
temporarily, the Western Indiana consent- 
ing to such use of its tracks, but reserving 
the right to terminate the arrangement on 
sixty days’ notice. 

The Wastern Indiana gave the required 
notice. It claimed that 14 did not give 
the Wabash the right to use the line from 
Hammond to Chicago for its Eastern traffic. 
The leass of 1879, it was contended, gave it 
the use of the Doiton line between Auburn 
and Cnicago for its Chicago division only, 
while the supplemental lease was simpiy 
confirmatory of the original lease. 

The court held that the lease could not be 
so coastrued as to involve such a limitation 
of the business of tne Wabash road. A con- 


struction of a contract which would operate 


to restrain commerce or prevent competition 
between railroads could not be sustained it 


there was any otner reasonable construction | 


to be placed upon it. There being no express 
limitation as to the poruon or kind of trafiic, 
such limitation could only be implied and it 
could not be implied so as to involve a re- 
striction’ of commerce. If the Wabash 
could come into Chicago by way of Bement it 
had the same right to come in by way of 
Laketon Junction. Lhe Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific had been organized under the 
laws of lilinois, Indiana, and Ohio with full 
power to make track arrangements, construct 
branch lines and the like, so that its suc- 
cessor, the Wabash. had the right to do busi- 


ness between Detroit and Chicago. 


Dismissal of the Cro«s-Bill. 

Judge Tuley next considered the claim of 
the Western Indiana that this company did 
not intend by the supplemental lease to give 
the Wabash the riguts it now claims. na 
contract reduced to writing the intention of 
the parties was revealed and governed by 
its contents. The best counsel was em- 
ployed in drawing the contracts, and when 
railroad lawyers got together there was a 
saying mat it was a case of diamond cut 
diamoud. That Sec. 14 had been put into the 
contract without being carefully considered 
was not to be imagined for a moment. This 
section gave the lessee the right to use 
any part of the common lines without 
any restrictions that would operate a forfeit- 
ure on the part of the Wabash of its right to 
use the Western Indiana’s lhne from Ham- 
mond to enter Chicago. The injunction was 
therefore kept in force. , 

The cross-bill of the Western Indiana to 
enjoin the Wabash from making arrange- 
ments with the Canadian Pacitic looking to- 
wards an entrance into Chicago was dis- 
missed. The Western Indiana prayed an ap- 


peal. 

The probable effect of the decision will be 
arenewal of the negotiations between the 
Wabash and Canadian Pacific, whereby the 
latter is to obtain control of the Wabash’s Eel 
River line from Laketon, Ind., to Detroit. 
The Canadian Pacific may ultimately se- 
cure an independent entrance into 
the city from Laketon, Ind., but until that 
is done it will have to use the tracks of the 
Chicago and Atlantic and the Western Indi- 
ana roads between the two points. The Chi- 
cago and Atlantic, however, has it in its 
power to keep the Canadian Pacific out of 
the city so far as the running ot its own 
trains into the city is concerned, by refusing 
it to use the tracks between Laketon, Ind., 
and Hammond. 

The Wabash is quite anxious to dispose of 
its Eel River line to the Canadian Pacific, as 
it has no use for that property. The company 
bas another parallel line running to Toledo, 
and the rail and lake connections are better 
at Toledo than at Detroit. Under the Joy 
administration of the Wabash all the traffic 
from St. Louis and the West was sent to De- 
troit via Logansport over the Eel River 
division. This made the people of Toledo 
angry at the Wabash, ana this state of 
things continued until the new administra- 
uon came in, when the traflic was in 
diverted over the main line to Toledo. 1 — 
the Detroit people are on the warpath and 
threaten vengeance against the Wabash. The 
sale of the Ee) River division to the Cana- 
dian Pacific would relieve the Wabash of its 
embarrassment.

TO TEST THE ARMOR PLATES. 


Minute Instructions Given te the Board by 


2 r Br . 
WISMNO TON, D. G., July 14 TN matruc- 


tions sent by the Navy Department to the 
board of which Rear-Admiral L. A. Kimber- 
ly is President, which isto meetatthe An- 
napolis proving ground Aug. 15 for the trial 
of armor plates, provide for a very severe 
test. There has long been great rivalry be- 
tween the makers of all steel and of com- 
pound plates, aud latterly plates composed of 
an alloy of steel and nickel have entered into 
the competition. It was originally in- 
tended to test the American-made _ ar- 
mor and makers of steel were invited to 
submit plates, but no American firms were 
yet ready to turn out plates of the prescribed 
dimensions. Three foreign-made plates were 
therefore purchased. They afea compound 
of steel and iron plate, made by Cammel & 
Co. of Sheffield, England; an ali-steel plate 
made by Schneider & Co. of Le Creusot, 
France, and an alloy-nickel and steel plate by 
the same makers. Each plate is 8 feet high, 
6 feet broad, and 101% inches thick. They are 
to be securely bol to thirty-six inches of 
oak backing, and their composition is to be 
tested by chemical analysis. Each plate is 
then to be divided into squares by horizontal 
and vertical lines a foot apart. A six-inch 
breech-loading rifle and an eight-inch rifle 
are to be used, the former firing Holtzer 
armor-piercing shells of 100 pounds and the 
latter Firtn armor-piercing shells of 210 
pounds each. 

Eact plate is first to receive a shot with a 
six-.nch shell, with a velocity of 2,075 foot 
seconds, at the intersection of the second 
verticai with tne second horizontal line, count- 
ing vertical lines from the richt and hori- 
zontal-lines from the bottom. A second six- 
inch shot with the same velocity will then be 
fired at the intersection of the fourth verti- 
cal and the second horizontal lines. Then 
the eight-inch gun is to be brought into ac- 
tion, and each plate is to receive an eight- 
inch shell, with a velocity of 1,850 foot 
seconds at the intersection of the third 
vertical and the fifth horizontal lines. At 
the discretion of the department the eight- 
inch gun may not be used, and in that case 
three more six-inch shots are to be fired 
striking respectively at the intersections of 
the second vertical and sixth horizontal and 
the third vertical and fourth horizontal lines. 

The board may choose the exact point of 
impact for each shot after the first, but it 
must not vary:more than one foot from the 
point tixed in the instructions. Alter each 
shot the plate is to be carefully examined, its 
exact condition noted, and photographs are 
to be taken of it.

PUGET SOUND—PORT ANGELES, 


The Future Great City of the Pacific Siope— 
Ita Wonderful Advantaces. 

Port ANGELES, Wash., July 9. -I Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—It is well known that our territory 
adjacent to Puget Sound has been the subject of 
amazement during the last few years, and that 
the developments of that region have been some- 
thing beyond comparison with anything hereto- 
fore. The cities of Tacoma and Seattle, both of 
which have met with calamities and devastation 
py way of flood and fire within the last year, are 
marvels of activity, wealth, and positive growth. 
The whole country abounds in natural wonders, 
A climate soft and equable almost the 
year around; a soil capable of produc- 
ing in abundance anything indigenous to a tem- 
perate climate; timber to an extent unknown to 
almost any other region of the civilizea world 
abounds; coal and iron are found in great quen- 
tities; the central port for the largest ult- 
ural region of the State of Washington ts here. 
With facilities for navigation unequaled, it is a 
matter of no wonderment that this most favored 
section of our country shouid have made these 
gigantic advancements, and that it has attracted 
for investment large sums of capital drawn from 
every portion of our land. But among all these 
marveis, which seem to be an outgrowth or pro- 
duction of that section, none is more surprising 


than that of the new city of Port Angeles. 
One of the difficulties under which the 
Government has labored has been the 


inability of discovering a proper harbor on the 
Pacific coast. The harbor of Port Angeles sup- 
plies that want most perfectly. Tne city is sit- 
uated on the Straits of Fuca, near the northern 
entrance ot Puget Sound, being near to the Pa- 
cific Ocean and the first harbor on the sound; 
and it is not only the first harbor on that sheet of 
water, butitis the only absolutely perfect har- 
bor, not only on the sound, but on the whole 
Pacific coast. A natural semi-circular strip of 
land extends from east to west north of the city, 
forming a harbor some four miles one by three 
in width. This narrow strip of land which forms 
the harbor is along dune or spit ot land which 
makes the harbor entirely land-locked, which 
harbor is large enough to bold the combined 
navies of all civilized natioms. The city is 
situated directly south of Victoria, cap- 
ital of British Columbia, and being at the head 
of navigation in Puget Sound, the different lines 
of transcontinental railways are pushing for- 
ward tomake it one of their termini. The im- 
portance of tne place is evidenced by the fact 
that the Government surveyed and laid it out as 
a city, making and retainmg military and naval 
reservations, and it will undoubtedly be the 
naval station of this country on the Pacific 
Coast. The Government bas also ereeted a ligut- 
house at the entrance of tne harbor, and nas 
within the last thirty days made it a vort of 
entry. That vast tract of our territory —
